A heartfelt plea has been launched 
on social media to save the life of a 
two year old boy from Northampton 
and #findjoeyamatch. 

The little boy in question, who has 
earned the nickname of GI Joey, due 
to his battle with a rare blood disor¬ 
der, is Joey Morris 

Joey who is two-years-old, is una¬ 
ble to produce red blood cells and he 
is forced to have blood transfusions 
every three to four weeks. 

His mum, Kaisha Morris, is keep¬ 
ing her fingers crossed a course of 
steroid treatment which Joey is on 
will work and help save the life of her 
son. 

She said: “Joey is doing good and 
ticking over from day to day. 

“He will have an MRI Scan next 
month and then we will know more 
about how his heart and liver are. 

“He is responding to the medica¬ 
tion but if the worst comes to the 
worst he will need a transplant. 
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“This would have to be done at 
Great Ormond Street Hospital which 
does the transplant for children 
aged between two and six years old. 

“What we need now is to raise 
awareness to find Joey a match 

“Joey’s iron levels are going through 
the roof and the trouble is the blood 
transfusions are keeping him alive 
but they are killing him at the same 
time.” 

Ray Lucas, who came forward to 
help Joey last August but was not a 
match, but was able to help someone 
else. 

He said: “I received a card from the 
lady I helped and she said if she had 
not had the stem cells she would 
never have made it to her grand¬ 
child’s christening. 

“I am over the moon to know I have 
helped someone in this way I do not 
want to get too excited incase there 
is a relapse but so far I am happy

Mystery of bad 
smell is solved

The source of the stench 
hanging over North¬ 
ampton during the last 
week has been sniffed 
out - the pong comes 
form the manure being 
spread on farmers’ fields 
on the town’s outskirts. 

Dozens of people took 
to Facebook and Twitter 
to complain of the foul 
smell, which was said to 
have resembled manure. 

According to 

Northampton Borough 
Council’s environmental 
health team and the 
National Farmers Union, 


those people were right - 
with the direction of 
wind causing the smell to 
waft through the town. 

Complaints about the 
smell came in from areas 
all over Northampton as 
well as surrounding 
towns such as Kettering, 
Wellingborough and 
Corby. 

Following the reports, 
the H&P contacted the 
borough council, and the 
authority’s environmen¬ 
tal health team pointed 
to the likelihood of the 
normal farming routine 
being behind the odour. 

Muck spreading, hap¬ 
pens at the same time 
every year, but due to a 


lack of rain the smell is 
lingering longer than 
usual. 

As crops grow they 
remove nutrients, such 
as compounds of nitro¬ 
gen, potassium and 
phosphorus, from the 
soil. 

This causes the land to 
become less fertile, so 
plants grow poorly and 
produce a small yield. 

As a results farmers use 
animal manure to put 
the nutrients back into 
the soil. 

So, for the sake of hav¬ 
ing fresh produce on our 
plates, we will have to 
hold our noses and put 
up with it.

Swanny spins a few yarns

Graeme Swann 


Graeme Swann is still bowl¬ 
ing them over. 

He might not be doing it 
in the test arena or as he 
described it the ‘all out 
warfare’ of county cricket 
but he is doing from the 
stage, either as one half of 
the double act Aggers and 
Swanny, or as part of his 
rock band Dr Comfort and 
the Lurid Revelations. 

Watching test cricket is 
now the hardest thing for 
the Ashes hero as he gets 
itchy fingers and twitchy 
feet. 

He believes he should still 
be out there playing for 
England but as he said him¬ 
self if he played in a charity 
game he cannot feel his fin¬ 
gers as his in his own words 
‘cooked’. 

So while the Swanny spirit 
is willing, the body has put 
up the closed for action 
sign. 

When it comes to inter¬ 
view, Graeme Swann is a 
refreshing breeze, no not 


breeze more of a Zephyr 
from Zephyrus, one of the 
Anemoi and the Greek god 
of the west wind. 

There cannot be many 
cricketers who describe test 
cricket as the most fun you 
can have outside the bed¬ 
room and wanting to have 
the word Swann/Swanny 
enter the English dictionary 
and have it defined as a 
bowler who takes a test 
wicket in his first over, just 
like he did. 

So the commentator can 
say “Oh Johnson he just did 
a Swann”. 

Speaking about his Ashes 
career he said: “Winning 
the first time was the best 
one. It was fantastic to have 
my family watching and so 
many England fans, and it 
was everything I had ever 
dreamt of, and still gives 
me goose bumps thinking 
about it. 

“Chasing the Ashes win 
was the best part and win¬ 
ning was the elation 



“My biggest regret was my 
two children were two 
young to see me win the 
Ashes. They knew I played 
cricket and dad’s friends all 
played for England and still 
play for England. 

“I do miss the changing 
room and the banter with¬ 
out a doubt - being team 
mates with people who had 
taken a similar route to get 
to the same place. 

“Taking a wicket is 10 sec¬ 
onds of emotion combined 
with relief and excitement. 

“You can see the wicket go 
down or the catch just 


before it happens. 

“There is nothing to com¬ 
pare to the roar of the 
crowd at a test match and I 
find it difficult to watch 
test cricket. 

“But all the watching 
cricket (he laughed) has 
made me 10 times the play¬ 
er I was when I was play¬ 
ing.” 

As a former test cricketer 
he has a lot of mementoes. 

When he took five wickets 
he kept the ball and wrote 
his bowling figures on the 
ball and kept it safe. 

He also has stumps from 


Ashes wins and the World 
Cup victories and these get 
used by Graham and his 
children when they play 
cricket in the garden before 
going back in the cup¬ 
board.

Hundreds gather 
for final farewell

Over 500 mourners packed a 
church in the Northants vil¬ 
lage of Paulerspury for the 
funeral of IndyCar driver 
Justin Wilson last week. 

Ex-Formula One drivers Sir 
Jackie Stewart and Mark 
Webber were among the hun¬ 
dreds who attended as 
Wilson’s coffin, draped in the 
Union Flag, was carried into 
St James The Great church on 
Thursday. 

The Sheffield born driver, 
aged just 37, died on August 
24 this year after he was 
struck by debris from a crash 
during an IndyCar race at 
Pocono Raceway in 
Pennsylvania, USA. 

He died the next day from 
serious head injuries, and 
sparked a flood of tributes as 
the motor racing world 
mourned the death of the 
successful driver. 

His funeral in the small vil¬ 
lage of Paulerspury, near the 
Silverstone circuit, was 
attended by hundreds of 
friends, family and motor- 
sport fans. 

During the funeral, a poem 
by Wilson’s wife, Julia, enti¬ 
tled Today I Washed You 
Away, was read out during 
the service in which she said: 
‘It’s not fair you had such a 
short life’. 

Wilson was then cremated 
at a private service before a 
reception was held at 
Silverstone that afternoon. 

The driver had moved to 
Northampton from Sheffield 


in 2001 to further his motor 
sport career, and in 2003 
he competed for Minardi 
and Jaguar during the FI sea¬ 
son. 

He then moved to Denver, 
in Colorado, in 2004 where he 
had since driven in the US 
and made his 174th IndyCar 
start in Sunday’s race - on 
August 23 - when the crash 
happened. 

He married his wife Julia in 
December 2006, and the cou¬ 


ple have two young daugh¬ 
ters. 

Wilson won seven IndyCar 
races in 12 seasons, complet¬ 
ing 711 laps over 174 races in 
a successful career in the 
series. 

He finished third in the 
Champ Car standings in 
2005, and was runner-up in 
both 2006 and 2007, as well 
as claiming victory in the 
prestigious 24 Hours of 
Daytona.

A road worker who was run 
over by a dumper truck in a 
horrific accident, has met his 
life saver for the very first 
time - at his surprise birthday 
party. 

Jamie Burnett, who turned 
27 years old on Monday, was 
rushed to hospital last August 
after being run over by a truck 
while working on the A14 
roadworks near Kettering. 

The Corby worker had been 
taking a rest when the acci¬ 
dent happened, and was left 
with his lower half crushed, 
including both his legs being 
broken, a shattered pelvis and 
a large amount of lost blood. 

The Northants air ambu¬ 
lance was rushed to the scene 
to help Jamie, beforehe was 
rushed to Kettering General 
Hospital by land ambulance 


for an emergency blood trans¬ 
fusion. 

He was then taken immedi¬ 
ately to University Hospitals 
Coventry and Warwickshire, 
where he spent several days in 
an induced coma. 

But against the odds, and 
after many hours in surgery, 
he was able to go home just 
five months later. 

At the surprise birthday 
party thrown for him at the 
Northants air ambulance base 
in Coventry, there was one 
very special guest - Dr Adam 
Manson, the onboard trauma 
doctor who helped Jamie sur¬ 
vive the trip to surgery. 

The moment Jamie arrived at 
the party was captured on 
video, and shows Dr Manson 
giving him a birthday cake, 
before having a chat with him 
and giving him the opportu¬ 
nity to say: “Thank you for 
saving my life.”

Kia Sorento 

Take a look inside... 


The Kia Sorento has ambition. 
What started life as an agricultural 
cheapie has been fettled and 
polished into something far more 
refined. This third generation 
model looks to have the finish 
and engineering to put the fright- 
eners on the SUV-class high fliers. 

Kia hasn’t engineered this 
Sorento by halves. The UK range 
hinges around a 197bhp 2.2-litre 
turbodiesel engine that develops 
a peak torque of 441 Nm. A 
great deal of work has gone into 
improving refinement, with a 
torsionally stiffer bodyshell, ad¬ 
ditional soundproofing, acoustic 
shields built into the engine bay, 
and a thicker dashboard. De¬ 
pending on speed, ambient noise 
within the cabin is claimed to be 
between three and six per cent 
quieter than the previous car. 

An electric assistance motor 
is attached to the steering rack 
rather than the steering column 
as in the old Sorento, helping to 
improve steering accuracy and 
offer more detailed feedback. 

The fully-independent suspension 
retains the format of the outgoing 
model (MacPherson struts at the 
front and Kia’s multi-link system 
at the rear), but features a range 
of modifications. At the rear, the 
subframe supporting the suspen¬ 
sion has larger bushings to better 


isolate it from the cabin and the 
larger shock absorbers are now 
mounted vertically behind the 
axle line, improving body control. 

The ‘p-word’ crops up in 
almost everything you read about 
the Sorento: premium. It marks 
a measure of Kia’s ambition. 

No longer does the brand feel 
it’s achieved something being 
accepted into the mainstream. 

It wants to keep on trucking and 
leave the likes of Ford, Vauxhall 
and such like behind. 

The face of the new Sorento 
incorporates long, wrap-around 
headlamps and more prominent 
fog-lamps, as well as a larger, 
more upright ‘tiger-nose’ grille, 
with a distinctive three-dimen¬ 
sional diamond pattern 

It’s better looking than before 
and a good deal more design 
input has gone into refinement, 
both aural and haptic. It’s just 
a more assured and confident 
design. What we’re still not quite 
seeing is a pronounced Kia hall¬ 
mark with this car. It still seems 
a fairly reactive move to the way 
the SUV market is developing. 

For many buyers, this is no bad 
thing. The Sorento looks a good 
deal more expensive than it is and 
even in a badge-conscious sector 
it would appear to be just too 
much of a bargain to overlook.

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All-New Honda HR-V - Preview 

BACK ONCE AGAIN 



The second generation Honda HR-V 
aims to stake a strong claim for the 
Japanese brand in the growing compact 
crossover market. This time round, it’s 
more spacious and better equipped to 
take on segment leaders like Nissan’s 
Juke and Renault’s Captur. Buyers 
choose from either a 1.5 petrol unit 
or a 1.6 diesel, both sending drive to 
the front wheels. It looks good and 
deserves to do very well. 

Honda reckons the MK2 model HR-V 
combines the ‘personality of a coupe 
with the solid stance of an SUV’ and they’re not too far wrong. Think of it as a shrunken 
BMW X6 in appeal and you’re not too far off the mark. The design is neat and interesting, 
with hidden rear door handles, deeply sculpted lower body panels and a CR-V-style front 
grille, headlamps and pointed taper at the rear side window line. Unlike its predecessor, this 
HR-V’s quite spacious inside. A lower-profile fuel tank mounted under the front seats frees 
up the under-floor space beneath the rear seats, enabling the platform to accommodate 
Honda’s ‘Magic Seat’ system. 

As well as splitting 60/40, the rear bench seat backs can fold forward as the seat base 
lowers to create a long, flat floor. The front and rear passenger seat backs can also fold 
forward to a horizontal position to accommodate longer items. The boot holds 453-litres with 
the rear seats in use, and 1,026-litres to the window line with the rear seats folded away.

WEBB ELLIS CUP: The biggest prize in rugby 

Even the most curmudgeonly rugby 
fan must be feeling like a kid on 
Christmas Eve right now with a World 
Cup being held on English soil now just 
one day away. 

Okay, Cardiff is giving us some help 
but this does feel like the first finals 
England has truly hosted after the last 
two in this part of the world were 
shared about between the old Five 
Nations. 

With the signing of South Africa leg¬ 
end Victor Matfield, there are now 
eight players representing the 
Northampton Saints in the next six 
weeks with England kicking it all off 
against Fiji on Friday. 

You may have heard that England’s 
pool is a bit of a tough one as a squad 
including Tom Wood, Courtney Lawes 
and Kieran Brookes comes up against 
fellow powerhouses Australia and 
Wales, the unpredictable Fijians and... 
Uruguay. 

This sets the Saints trio on a collision 
course with teammate George North, 
who made his name in the 2011 World 
Cup as a teenager and has now had 
even more hope thrust upon him after 
the withdrawals of Leigh Halfpenny 
and Rhys Webb through injury. 

Clashes between England and Wales 
are always huge and the one at 
Twickenham on September 26 might 
just be the biggest yet - it’ll certainly go 
a long way in shaping the pool. 

Australia looked ominously impres¬ 
sive over the summer and seem to be 
no longer a pushover at scrum time 
thanks to their forwards coach, former 
Argentina hooker Mario Ledesma. 

Four years ago, Fiji were without 
some of their best players and were 
humiliated 66-0 by Wales but have got¬ 
ten their act together this time around 
and could well ruffle a few feathers. 
Uruguay won’t. 

Matfield’s South Africa are without 
doubt one of the main contenders to 
win the whole thing and they should 
win Pool B, but who finishes immedi¬ 
ately below them could be interesting. 

That’s where the other three 
Northampton players come in as 
brothers Ken and George Pisi as well as 
Khan Fotuali’i look to become part of 
the first Samoa team to reach the quar¬ 
ter finals since 1995. 

Their main rivals in the pool are 
Scotland and the match between the 
two at Newcastle’s St James’ Park on 
October 10 looks almost certain to 
decide who goes through with the 
Springboks. 

However, here’s hoping that this is the 
most unpredictable Rugby World Cup 
yet. Let battle commence!

Mallinder expected more

Several of Northampton Saints’ 
players missed out on selection 
for the Rugby World Cup and 
their director of rugby Jim 
Mallinder is surprised to have 
them available. 

The campaign begins at 
Worcester on October 16th and 
the Saints will have the likes of 
Alex Corbisiero and Luther Burrell 
to call upon as well as new captain 
Lee Dickson after they were 
released by England. 

Surprisingly, only three of their 
players made the 31- man squad 
with Courtney Lawes, Tom Wood 
and Kieran Brookes all given the 
chance to play on rugby’s biggest 
stage. 

It means Northampton will have 
a strong squad to pick from right 
from the start as they look to win 
their second Premiership title in 
three years. 


Mallinder said: “I am surprised 
to have some of them back because 
I thought more of them would be 
included, but that’s not my deci¬ 
sion, it’s somebody else’s. 

“I’ve spoken to those lads and 
they are disappointed but they’ve 
got to keep motivated, play well 
for us and give themselves a 
chance. 

“I’m pretty sure there will be 
some injuries during this World 
Cup and one of them, maybe 
more, could be called up. 

“We’ve rallied round all of them 
and talked to them all and helped 
them to reset their goals because 
clearly for them their goal was to 
get in that World Cup squad.” 

Northampton named a new cap¬ 
tain this week as Dickson took on 
the role after previous skipper 
Dylan Hartley came to the conclu¬ 
sion he could no longer fully com¬ 
mit himself to it. 

Dickson often rotated at scrum- 
half with Samoa international 
Khan Fotuali’i and Mallinder 


insists this will still be the case as 
he makes full use of the deep 
squad available to him. 

He said: “We’ve got two very 
good, high quality scrum-halves 
and also a few young lads who are 
going to come through and push 
those two as well. 

“It’s not going to change because 
we do not expect any of our play¬ 
ers to play 30-odd games a season 
- it just doesn’t happen nowadays. 

“We’ll be looking to change and 
rotate, Lee will be captaining the 
side when he plays and he’ll be the 
captain off the field but we’ve got 
so many good leaders who will be 
pushing the side forward. 

“As importantly, they will have 
the chance to lead the side when 
Lee’s not playing - people like 
Tom Wood, Dylan, Callum Clark, 
lots of different players can do 
that job.” 

The Saints have strengthened 
during the summer with Brookes 
joining up after the World Cup as 
well as South Africa legend Victor 


Matfield while the likes of JJ 
Hanrahan and Jamie Gibson have 
also bolstered their ranks. 

It looks as if same names will be 
competing for the top prize in the 
Premiership as Saracens look to 
defend their title, which Bath and 
Leicester Tigers also have eyes on, 
as do what should be a stronger 
Harlequins side. 

Mallinder believes the competi¬ 
tion will be tougher than ever, 
adding: “You look at the players 
who have been signed at other 
clubs and clearly there are sides 
that have made a lot of changes. 

“Others will be a bit more settled 
but the competition is tough, you 
don’t get an easy game in the 
Premiership and Worcester join¬ 
ing the group makes it even hard¬ 
er.” 

“We know it will be very com¬ 
petitive but we’re more concerned 
about us and getting ourselves 
right and we’ve improved with the 
players that we’ve brought into 
the club this season.” 


Northants Cricket’s last home game of season is a damp squib 


The County Championship match 
between Northamptonshire and 
Glamorgan is heading for a draw 
after rain and bad light heavily 
disrupted the final match of the 
2015 season at Wantage Road. 

The game already had a low-key 
feel to it as all either side has to 
play for is the chance to finish 
third in Division Two after 
Lancashire and Surrey filled the 
two promotion places. 

Only 37 overs were possible on 


the first two days and although 
more cricket was possible on the 
third, yet another downpour fin- 
ised proceedings early with 
Northants on 128-5 in their first 
innings after earlier bowling out 
Glamorgan for 233. 

This has been another successful 
match for South African seamer 
Rory Kleinveldt as he took 5-83 in 
claiming his fifth five-wicket haul 
of the season - only Durham’s 
Chris Rushworth has taken more 


in English first-class cricket this 
year. 

The 32-year-old has had an 
impressive first campaign in this 
country, during which he has 
taken over 50 wickets in the 
Championship alone.

Northampton Town are going to be without 
midfielder Jason Taylor for four games after 
manager Chris Wilder decided not to appeal 
against his red card against Oxford. 

Taylor saw red for an off-the-ball incident on 
the U’s Callum O’Dowda in the penalty area 
towards the end of the first half of the Cobblers’ 
1-0 win, which lifted the mood after a difficult 
week on and off the pitch at Sixfields. 

Thanks to the resulting penalty save by goal¬ 
keeper Adam Smith and a much sturdier defen¬ 
sive display, Northampton’s ten men were able to 
hold on to a lead given to them by Sam Hoskins 
for their first win in five league games. 

Unfortunately for Taylor, he had previously 
been sent off this season against Barnet, mean¬ 


ing that he won’t be available until Town face 
Millwall in the Johnstone’s Paint Trophy on 
October 6th. 

Wilder said: “I’ve been a manager for many 
years and I’m not frivolous with my appeals. I’ve 
had some absolutely ridiculous sending-offs that 
I thought were absolutely nailed on to be rescind¬ 
ed and they weren’t. 

“The one on Saturday, I think Jason may have 
been a bit unlucky because their lad’s run across 
him and he’s tried to block him off as it’s a con¬ 
tact sport. 

“He’s caught him and the lad’s gone down so 
easy and he’s right in the line of the referee. 

“These contacts (often) happen in the penalty 
box and nobody sees it so people get on with it, 
but this happened in front of the referee and he’s 
made a decision to send Jason off and award the 
penalty. We thought it wasn’t worth making an 
appeal because there was no way it was getting 
overturned.” 

Northampton’s clean sheet was all the more 
impressive considering two of the back four, 


Shaun Brisley and Darnell Furlong, were making 
their debuts. 

The pair only joined the club the previous day 
on loan from Peterborough and Queens Park 
Rangers respectively, to add to their defensive 
options after injuries to the likes of Brendan 
Moloney, Zander Diamond and Evan Horwood. 

“They were together with us from Friday,” said 
Wilder. “The week’s work was on making us more 
rigid and more compact, at closing the gaps and 
being a little harder to play against. 

“I felt that in the couple of games we’ve lost, 
especially at home, we were a little bit open and 
we opened the game up to easily for the opposi¬ 
tion to counter attack on us. 

“We worked on certain things and then we 
brought the boys in but credit to them - they’re 
intelligent boys who have both played at a decent 
level. 

“Darnell is at an early stage of his career but as 
we saw on Saturday he’s enthusiastic, gets for¬ 
ward and wants to do well and Shaun gave us 
that commanding centre-half’s performance.” 


VOICES HEARD: Fans protest at Sixfields

Unhappy Cobblers supporters 
declaring #WeWantAnswers were 
cheered by a 1-0 win over Oxford 
United. 

Tough questions remain for 
Chairman David Cardoza after 
Saturday’s fans protest at Sixfields, 
but at least 10-man Northampton 
got themselves out of a sticky patch 
on the pitch after Jason Taylor’s red 
card. 

Before the game, Town fans hand¬ 
ed out leaflets with specific ques¬ 
tions related to the stalling of the 
Sixfields redevelopment and the 
company appointed as contractors 
to the project going into adminis¬ 
tration. 

With twelve minutes on the big 
screen clock at Sixfields, a fair con¬ 
tingent of Town fans stood up to 
hold up the claret coloured flyers, 
calling into question the £12 mil¬ 
lion loan from the Council, an 
unestablished portion of which was 
spent on the half-finished East 
Stand. 

News of the planned protest may 
have been instrumental in David 
Cardoza breaking his silence on the 
matter before the game in a BBC 
interview. 

Questions remain in the fans 
#WeWantAnswers campaign how¬ 
ever. No supporter wants the issue 
of an incomplete ground with 
Cardoza having several years to 
gear up for a faultless redevelop¬ 
ment. 

That’s without being handed a 
low-interest multi-million pound 
loan for a stadium built for simple 
expansion. 

Time will tell what the new own¬ 
ers make of the questions (or when 
they will reveal themselves) but the 
fans were well within their rights to 
ask them. The Cobblers now travel 
to Morecambe on Saturday looking 
for two wins on the spin.

Cardoza promises 
stand will be built

Cobblers Chairman David Cardoza 
has told fans worried about the 
lack of progress with the new 
stand: “I will make sure every¬ 
thing is done right.” 

In an interview with the BBC Mr 
Cardoza said that the loan deal put 
together to fund the East Stand 
rebuild was still intact although it 
had taken an ‘inordinate' amount 
of time to sort out some of the 
details. 

He revealed that the total facility 
available to the club was £13.5 mil¬ 
lion. 

He said once redevelopment of 
the land around Sixfields has 
taken place the money from that 
would repay the loan from the 
council - in line with the original 
plan. 

He said: “Everything gets paid 
back. The stand gets built.” 

The identity of a consortium of 
Indian businessmen, believed to 
be London based, who have begun 
the process of buying Mr Cardoza's 
shares in Northampton Town has 
not yet been made public. 

If their purchase goes ahead their 
wishes for the stadium will need to 
be taken into account too, which 
has further complicated matters. 

A section of the fans staged a pro¬

New Northampton Saints skipper Lee Dickson 
didn't have a moment's hesitation when direc¬ 
tor of rugby Jim Mallinder offered him the 
captaincy after Dylan Hartley stepped down 
from the role. 

Dickson, who has been playing at Franklin’s 
Gardens since 2008, will be leading the Saints 
quest to regain the Premiership after what is a 
prolonged pre-season due to the Rugby World 
Cup. 


In explaining how he was given the role, he 
said: “Jim just sat me down and asked me what I 
thought about everything and he explained 
Dylan’s reasons and offered the captaincy to me 
and I had no hesitation in taking it.”

He’s poured his heart and soul into it for six 
years and he’ll still leading the boys because 
with Tom Wood, (Stephen) Myler, Calum (Clark) 
and Christian Day there’s a dressing room full of 
leaders these days.
